The following bills were Introduced and read 
for the first time: By Mr. O. T. Clark, to lo- 
cate and establish a penitentiary In the north- 
ern section of the state; by-Mr. Baldwin, for 
the relief of Stephen Dotatur; to amend the 
criminal code relating to Justices of the peace 
hi* Mr. Green. On motion of Mr Kojal. the 
further reading of tho hill was postponed, and 
the house procwdert to consider No. 18, to re- 
quire the care and herding nf cattle In coun- 
ties where there are no fence laws. Tlie house 
then went into committee of the whole, with 
Mr. O. T Clark in the chair. The considera- 
tion ol Ko. 55, for tho unlllatlon of coal 
mines and the protection of mine*, was re- 
sumed. 


At the conclusion of the Jt.Int session the 


senate tgain wept into committee of tlie 
whole. Senator Gale introduced a petition 
from the citizens of Conejos county, ptaj Ing 
to be exempted from the operations of the 
herding law. Referred to the committee on 
stock. Senator Corder presented the resolu- 
tions ot ttie board of trade of Pueblo In favw 
ot tbe establishment of a criminal court in 
Pueblo; asking their rcuaton and rtiiicMrita- 
lives to >ote for the Tllford bill, and also re- 
questing that Pueblo be made a city ot the 
first class. The petition was referred to lh« 
judiciary committee. The Ee»»te.' then ad- 
journed until to-morrow morning at 111 o'clock. 


Upon recon\enlog the house went Into
